Old Point Comfort, Va., May 27.—[Spectal.] 
Not far distant from the scene of the 
famous battle between the Monitor and Mer- 
rimac in historic Hampton Roads, the spec- 
tacle of one American warship firing on a 
sister vessel of the United States navy was 
presented today. 

It was a test of turret construction, the 
monitor Florida serving as the target and 
the Arkansas of the same type doing the 
shooting. In actual warfare no greater care 
to destroy or cripple would have been taken. 
The largest naval gun, the heaviest pro- 
jectile, and the highest explosive known, 
combined with close range, were used in the 
test, the result of which naval experts de- 
clare is a victory for turret construction. 


$1,500,000 Ship a Target. : 

The monitor Florida cost the United States 
$1,500,000, and the government is prepared to 
answer criticism that such a ship should be 
used in an experiment likely to prove so 
costly. 
The president and the secretary of the navy 
gave their sanction to the test of placing 
the monitor at short range before the muz- 
zle of a modern twelve inch American naval 
rifle in order to ascertain whether the ar- 
mor plate on United States vessels would 
be able to withstand the force of shells loaded 
with the most terrific explosive known to 
warfare any better than it does when used 
on shore targets. At Sandy Hook last year 
it was shown that the plate was not equal 
to the test, but today’s experiment dem- 
onstrates its efficiency when on a ship. 


Only Slight Damage Done. 

The eleven inch hardened steel plate of 
the Florida, after the twelve inch projectile 
of the Arkansas crashed into it, was black- 
ened and broken, the seams of the turret 
were sprung, and the rivets and screws were 
loosened and twisted. re 
Five minutes after the boom of the big 
gun on the Arkansas was heard the Florida's 
turret was working and had the former been 
an enemy's ship the twelve inch gun of the 
Florida could have answered the shot.

Attorney J. E. W. Wayman De- 
nounces Law as a Disgracé. 


HE BRANDS IT AS TYRANNY. 


Former Assistant State’s Attorney 
Pearson Indorses Attack.

The above is a mild and expurgated ex- 
pression of the opinion of John E. W. Way- 
man of the Chicago bar concerning the parole 
law of Illinois and its working under the pres- 
ent board in particular, as he voice it last 
night before the Men's club of St. Martin's 
church in Austin. 

Furthermore, ex-Assistant State's Attor- 
ney Haynie R. Pearson rose in meeting after 
the address and said that after twenty 
years’ experience at the bar and eight years 
as @ public prosecutor, he heartily indorsed 
every word that had been spoken. 

And the men who crowded the hall cheered 
and pledged themselves to work for the re- 
peal of the law. This so encouraged Lawyer 
Wayman that he asserted he would continue 
to fling the gauntlet in the faces of the 
members of the pardon board and their de- 
fenders every Sunday night for the next five 
years, or until the repeal of the law. 


Calls Law a Foul Blot. 

As à preface to his talk, he gave a synopsis 
of the present parole law, which provides 
that in cases of felony, the jury shall fix 
only the guilt or innocence of the defendant 
and that then a parole bord of three mem- 
bers shall determine within a certain max- 
imum and minimum the length of the sen- 
tence to be served. 

“If what is actually being done by the 
parole board tonight,” he said, could be 
read with all the attendant circumstances, 
in their brutal, horrible truth, to the best 
people in Chicago, they would rise up in riot 
to wipe this foul blot off our state.

The council committee on special assess- 
ments discovered abuses so rapidly yesterday 
afternoon that the scope of the investigation 
was widened, and a. general consideration of 
the whole eystem of special assessments will 
be made. : 

Examples of unequal assessments, fraud- 
ulent court orders, apparent loose methods in 
the legal department of the local improve- 
ment board, and inherent injustice in the 
special assessment law were found. 

A conference was decided on with County 
Judge Rinaker to he held m his chambers a 

eek from today. 

The investigation by the committee was 
caused by a resolution introduced in the 
council by Ald. O’Connell, who declared that 
reductions in special asseesmente for pro- 
testing property owners were offen made, 
while other property owners equally assessed 
and equally benefited were forced to pay the 
full amount. The resolution also set forth 
that certain lawyers solicit special assess- 
ment business for one-third of the reduction 
obtained. 

Instances of Reductions Told. 

Ald. Beilfuss then recited the case of Mrs. 
Henry Kietch, Fowler and Hoyne avenues. 

“A representative of one of these tax 
fighting concerns came to her and offered 
to fight the assessment on a contingent fee 
of one-third the reduction.“ the alderman 
ald. She refused, declaring the pavement 
of Fowler avenue necessary, and expressing 
her willingness to bear her share of the ex- 
pense. Her property being on the corner 
her assessment was $598, and she paid it. 
Later she learned that a neighbor across the 
way, who had a corner exactly similar, and 
whose assessment had been the same, had 
secured a reduction of 5106.“ 

The paving of West Ohio street, between 
Robey street and Western avenues, was then. 
referred to. The assessments on twenty- 
nine lots were reduced from $147 to $118, the 
others remaining the same. The protesting 
property owners also obtained a $9 rebate 
on each lot, the same as the other property 
owners, because the assessment had been too 
large. 

Contest Bars Supplemental Tax. 

Albert F. Keeney, the new member of the 
board of local improvements, then told of his 
experience in property represented by him 
in Mont Claire, and added: 

The experienced man now fights every 
special assessment because even if he does 
not obtain a reduction he precludes the pos- 
sibility of supplemental assessments. And 

that expense hag to be borne by the prop- 

owner who doesn’t fight.“ 

The legal reason for the difficulty was ex- 
plained by W. T. Hapemen, attorney for the 
board. 

The assessment is announced, and if 
there are no objectors the city takeg. a de- 
fault. If there are objectors the city takes 
a default as to property owners who do not 
object and the others are tried. The court 
then has no jurisdiction to change the as- 
sessment of those who are not parties to the 
suit.’’ 


Case of Juggled Court Order. 

The most flagrant case of abuse was related 
by Ald. Uhlir. He told of a case where eight 
corner property owners had been assessed 
$4903. The testimony of the city’s witnesses 
before Judge Pond showed that the assess- 
ment should have been $450, and Judge Pond 
ordered an order prepared reducing it for 
each property owner. 

The order, which was prepared and ap- 
proved by one of the city's expert witnesses, 
reduced some assessments to $425 and left 
others at the original $493. The expert has 
since @een called on various occasions as a 
witness by lawyers who are making a busi- 
ness of obtaining reductions in assessments, 
but is no longer in the city employ.

Senator Accused of Unfair Meth- 
ods in Hearing Contest on 
Mormon’s Seat. 


Salt Lake, Utah, May 27.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Elizabeth Cohen, president of the Woman's 
American club of this city and a prominent 
politician, has made public an appeal to the 
women of Illinois, reading in part as follows:. 

“The Woman's American club and the 
gentile women of Utah generally appeal to 
you to do all that in honor can be done to 
defeat the re#lection of Senator Hopkins 
of your state to the United States senate. 
Some of our reasons are as follows:

In that argument he declared to the sen- 
ate that Senator Smoot had from childhood 
opposed and fought polygamy. There was 
nothing in the testimony before the senate 
committee to warrant any such conclusio.z, 
Rather, the trend of the testimony was all 
the other way, and while he was speaking 
Senator Hopkins could not but have known 
that at the time there was not one high offi- 
cer of the Mormon church, that is from 
bishops, presidents of stakes, seventies.

The company believes that the proof of 
these three contentions means victory and 
that such a verdict might influence the Kan- 
sas State Supreme court in its decision on 
the criminal action appealed from the Dis- 
trict court at Topeka, which assessed the 
corporation $12,000 on the same charges in- 
volved in these proceedings.

In an effort to establish its contentione the 
company will delve into its methods from 
the bottom and throw its books open to the 
prosécution. Mr. Jackson frankly admits he 
cannot see the necessity or importance of the 
local hearing, and is firm in the belief that 
the company stands convicted on theevi- 
dence already adduced, and says the prob- 
able purpose of the company is merely to se- 
cure delay on the final decision.“ 


Possibilities in Defeat. 


Defeat for the company is said to mean a 
continuance of the business through inter- 
state commerce—establishing agencies out- 
side the state lines and receiving the cash 
before implements are sent to customers. It 
would mean the removal of 1,000 local 
agents, the discharge of 300 regular salaried 
repairmen and warehousemen, and the aban- 
donment of numerous repair shops at cross 
roads where the farmer can rush to have his 
‘harvesting machines fixed. Under present 
conditions the farmers have trouble securing 
the 8,000 or 4,000. hands for the harvest, and 
the removal of the company, in its own es- 
timation, would mean far greater inconven- 
lence to the farmers. These are points the 
company is trying to establish, 
“ Officials say that the voluntary removal 
of the company from the state has been 
seriously considered and that this same ac- 
tion was threatened with Texas, when that 
state decided that it didn’t want the cor- 
poration to leave.

Illinois Tunnel Company Alleged 
to Be Violator of Statute. 


UNION CALLED INTO COURT. 


Committee of 50. Appointed to Map Out 
Labor’s Political Campaign. 


Charges that the Illinois Tunnel company 
is violating the state law which requires 
employers of labor to report to the secretary 
of the bureau of labor statistics every case 
of serious accident sustained by employés 
while at work were made yesterday by offi- 
cers of the tunnel employés’ union. 

The charges were made in a letter sent to 
Secretary David Ross of the bureau of labor 
statistics at Springfield. The letter, which 
was sent by W. C. Downing, business agent 
of the tunnel employés’ union, was an anger 
to a report received from Secretary si 
showing that the tunnel company has failed 
to make a report since Feb. 16. That report 
covers an accident to a tunnel employé which 
occurred in the company’s bores on Jan. 14. 

The law on the subject went into effect on 
July 1, 1907. It provides that every accident 
resulting in death or of a nature to incapaci- 
tate employés for thirty days or more shall 
be reported to the secretary of the bureau 
of labor statistics within thirty days. 


Two Killed Since February. 
Business Agent Downing declared that at 
least two 1 have been killed since 
the tunne company made its last report 
in February. A committee of striking tun- 
nel workers was appointed during the day 


to make an investigation of the total number. 


of men killed and injured during Febru- 
ary, March, April, and May. When com- 
pleted, the list will be sent to Secretary 
Ross at Springfield with a request that he 
start legal action against the company for 
violation of the statute, 

A meeting of thirty-five striking tunnel 
workers who made an unsuccessful attempt 
to call the strike off Tuesday night was 
held in the afternoon at Dore's hall, Archer 
avenue and Halsted street. They denied 
forcing a vote on the question at the point 
of revolvers, but admitted forcing Business 
Agent Downing to pay out $360 in strike ben- 
efits after he had declared funds were ex- 
hausted. 

The thirty-five men were expelled from the 
union late last evening. The action was 
taken as punishment for their riotous be- 
havior at the meeting. 


Carpenters to Appear in Court.

John D. Farrell, counsel for the carpen- 
ters’ union, was busy during the day draw- 
ing up answers to Judge Carpenter's rule. 
Objections to the rule were made by Attorney 
Farrell on the ground that the court had no 
jurisdiction and that most of the defendants 
never had been served with a notice of the 
injunction. 

“I will pass on that later,“ Judge Car- 
penter said. The question how before the 
court is whether these defendants have had 
notice of the injunction, and if so, whether 
it has been violated.”

U.S. SAILOR LOST 
RESCUING AUTHOR 


Captain of Pleasure Craft and 
Bluejacket Drown Off 
Catalina Island. 


CRUISER SAVES FAMILY. 


E. E. Easton, Wife, Children, and 
Nurse Taken from Abandoned 
Launch in Storm. 


Avalon, Island of Santa Catalina, Cal., May 
27.—Capt. A. Crist of the launch Zeus df 
Avalon and C. E. Hooline, ordinary seaman 
on the United States crulser Buffalo, were 
drowned and E. E. Haston, an afer, and 
wife, two small children, and a cdlored nurse 
were rescued by the Buffalo on the high seas 
last night after dritting hopelessly for two 
days in a emall launch. f 

Capt. Crist was lost from the launch Sun- 
day night several miles off Avalon. 


Sailor Lost Making Rescue. 

Seaman Hooline was lost overboard from 
the Buffalo in éffecting the rescue of Mr. 
Easton and his party from_the launch on 
Tuesday evening while a heavy sea was run- 
ning off the western coast of the island. 
Another sailor dived overboard in an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to rescue Hooline, and was 
himself barely saved. 

After landing the Easton party here the 
Buffalo returned to the seene of the drown- 
ings and is cruising about, hoping to pick up 
Capt. Crist or the body of the drowned sailor. 

Easton came to Catalina from Los Angeles 
with his family several days ago. On May 
17 they engaged Capt. Crist and his launch 
Zeus for a camping trip of several days at 
San Clemente island, thirty miles south of 
Santa Catalina island. The party returned to 
the uninhabited western shore of Catalina a 
few days later and cam there until last 
Sunday. Late in the afternoon of that day 
they boarded the Zeus and started to return 
to Avalon. 

A heavy storm came up which tossed 
the craft about and threatened to swamp it 
every moment. Mr. Easton kept the engine 
going until the gasoline was exhausted, when 
the boat drifted. All day Monday, Monday 
night, and Tuesday were spent by Mr. Easton 
and his family in the leunch, which was 
carried far out to sea. 


Sighted by Warship. 


Late Tuesday evening the United States 
steamship Buffalo, a converted cruiser ig

MISSIONS HURT BY WAR. 


Foreign Propaganda of Church 
Interrupted in Orient by Gov- 
ö ernmental Troubles. lg’ 


BY THE REV. S. S. GILSON. 

Sansas City, No., May 27.—[Special.]—By 
a majority of six the Presbyterian general 
assembly today refused to indorse the Amer- 
ican, revision of the bible. A resolution call- 
Ang it the best revision extant and recom- 
mending its widest use was tabled by a vote 
ef 217 to 211. 

A spirit of unrest was again maviifeated in 
an attempt to make future general assemblies 
mere deliberative bodies, much comment 
being made to the effect that the assembly 


costs too much. 
The Rev. Dr. William H. Roberts, the stated 


clerk of the general assembly, said that the | 


general assembly cost each communicant 
of the church only 7 cents a year. He said 
that the assembly had twice gone to the 
Pacific coast, but was free from debt, and he 
commended the administration of the officers. 

All of the officers of the women’s board 
ef foreign missions were reSlected today. 

The Rev. Dr. Stanley White said that the 
dpreign mission board of the church never 
before faced such a crisis as now. This was 
because of the governmental unrest of some 
of the eastern countries, especially (hina, 
Corea, and India, and because the efforts 
of the American missionaries had under- 
mined many of the native religions and 
superstitions, and the responsibility of com- 
pleting the work of giving a Christian substi- 
tute for heathen worship was upon the 
church. America must have a share In the 
development of the orient, he said. 

Dr. J. WilMs Baer, president of Occidental 
college, in presenting the report of the board 
of foreign missions, said that the nation 
ig “foredtdained to have a president next 
year who believes in foreign missions,” as 
both Secretary Taft and Mr. Bryan had ex- 
pressed their strong indorsement of the 


work. Dr. Baer said that war talk at home 


and abroad had interfered with the work in 
Japan. 

A reunion of the Blue and the Gray was held 
tonight, attended by over 100 confederate 
and federal veterans. Addresses were made 
by Col. B. L. Agnew, Gen. Robert Adams, 
Gen. B. W. Swope, Maj. R. B. Smith, and 
others, almost all of whom are now doctors 
of .divinity. 

The Rev. Dr. George T. Penticost of Chi- 
cago and George W. Martin, late state prin- 
ter of Kansas, met today for the first time in 
fifty-one years. Mr. Martin had given Dr. 
Penticost a job as printer fifty years ago, 
when he was a poor boy. 


FEARS GROWTH OF MORMONISM. 


Chicagoan Urges Men to Greater Activ- 
ATty in Sunday Schools of 
foe" Country. 
Neenah, Wis., May 27.—[Special.}—B. C. 
Knapp of Chicago today before the state con- 
wention of the Wisconsin State Sunday School 
asecociation exhorted men to take a greater 
interest im Sunday school work. He stated 
that this ts necessary to combat the Mormon 
religion, which, he claimed, had grown

Creates a Monetary Commission. 


Finally, the new measure provides for the 
creation of what is called a national mone- 
tary commission,“ to be composed of. nine 
senators and the same number of representa- 
tives, appointed respectively by the vice pres- 
ident and the speaker. It is made the duty 
of the commission to report to congress at the 
earliest date what changes are necessary in 
the monetary system of the United States. 

They are authorized to sit during the ses- 
sions of congress or in recess, and may ad- 
minister oaths, compel the attendance of wit- 
nesses, and appoint such assistants as may be 
necessary to carry out the purposes of the 
commission. 

The new act will expire by limitation on 
June 30, 1914, six years after it goes into 
effect.

DETAILS OF THE DEBATE. 

Washington, D. C., May 27.—When the con- 
ference report on the bill was reported to 
the house the time for debate was fixed at 
one hour and thirty minutes on a side. 

Discussing the new bill, Mr. Vreeland said 
it represented the unanimous vote of the re- 
publican conferees and he expressed the hope 
that it would be passed by the republican 
house. The bill, he said, was substantially 
the bill in its main features that was passed 
by the house after a republican conference. 


Body Taken from Aldrich Cloak. 


Looking over the democratic side, Mr. 
Vreeland said he anticipated the keenest 
sarcasm and invective from that direction in 
charging that the conferees had adopted the 
Aldrich bili and he said, although the leader 
of the minority may run his dagger through 
the cloak of the Aldrich bill he will fad that 
the body has been removed from inaide of it.“ 

Mr. Vreeland rehearsed the objections to 
the Aldrich bill, and declared that through 
the measure under consideration all the 
criticisms thet lie against the Aldrich bill 
standing alone were removed. In its adapta- 
bility to the business of the country Mr. Vree- 
land eaid the bill of the conferees was a bet- 
ter measure than the Vreeland bill. 

In the opinion of Mr. Pujo of Louisiana, one 
of the minority conferees, the bill incorporat- 
ed the Aldrich and Vreeland bills. Some fea- 
tures of it, however, he said, were novel. He 
was surprised to learn that the republicans 
for the first time had declared for an asset 
currency pure simple. 


Rap from Democratic Side. 

**I want, in a Pickwickian sense, to con- 
gratulate the republican party, he said. 
“the party of sound money, upon advocat- 
ing a scheme like this, a scheme which is 
thoroughly unsound.“ He said the exigen- 
cies must be politically great, otherwise the 
republicans would not try to force an asset 
currency upon the American people.

The se- 
curities provided for by the bili, he said, were 
protected in exactly the same way that clear- 
ing house certificates had been protected, 
and he said there was not an instance of a 
single failure. Banks, he declared, would al- 
ways put up their best securities, not their 
poorest, when asking for clearing house cér- 
tificates or circulation ui er the bill. Mr. 
Weeks pointed out the diierences between 
the Vreeland bill ahd the one under discus- 
sion. . 

Mr. Cockran of New York inquired if there 
could be any such thing as a makeshift cur- 
rency. recalled a former speech on the 
currency; question and said that an emer- 
gency was the failure of banks to meet their 
obligations, their incapacity to pay their bills 
over the country. 


Not to Pay Off Bad Debts. 

Mr. Cockran put the question to Mr. Bur- 
ton whether the conference measure was not 
intended to enable banks to discharge in 
an emergency currency obliggtions contract- 
ed in ordinary times, and requested a cate- 
gorical answer. 

No,“ responded Mr. Burton, emphat- 
ically. 

John Sharp Williams got on his feet for a 
few minutes and called the conference re- 
port the Cannon-Aldrich political emer- 
gency bill.“ He said there is no such thing 
as emergency currency.” 

“Emergency republican currency,” con- 
cluded Mr. Williams, is absolutely neces- 
sary to the repubilcan party.“ 


Burton Winds Up Debate. 


The debate was brought to a close by 
Mr. Burton, who began by saying that the 
incompetency of the democratic party to 
rule the people was never more emphat- 
ically displayed than by its course in connec- 
tion with currency legislation. : 

Discussing the financial crisis of last fall, 
Mr. Burton characterised it as “ fearful,’ 
causing the mightiest financial institutions 
to rock as if they would fall. The wheels 
of industry! and commerce were clogged 
and hundreds and thousands were thrown 
out of employment, he said. Men who had 
walked with heads erect and who were 
proud were compelled to beg in the streets for 
bread. 

Much of the cause of that distressing 
condition he laid at the door of the rigidity 
and insufficiency of the currency system 
of the country. He deélared that the re- 
publicans against the solid opposition of 
the democratic party were determined to do 
something, so that such a calamity might 
not occur again. b 

The present measure, he said, would serve 
its purpose. It might not be permanent, 
and he said the conferees placed a time | 
limit. upon it to suit that branch of public 
opinion which believed in an anti-reorgan- 
ization of the tire system of banking. 

“It may be,“ he said, that this will 
work so well that no such readjustment 
will be required. Under the conference bill, 
no bank note could be issued but what will 
| be safe anywhere on the globe.“

It was explained that the huge mass of 
testimony had to be examined and that the 
clerks who were given the task of prepar- 
ing an index of the testimony had delayed 
the committee by falling considerably behind 
in the duties that were imposed upon them. 


Lack of Harmony Apparent. 


It became known that all was not harmony 
and unanimity among Messrs. Mann, Miller, 
Stafford, and Bannon, four republican mem- 
bers of the select committee. With certain 
of these members there are some small em- 
barrassments in the shape of absolute prom- 
ises to constituents to support the Stevens 
bill for abolition of the tariff on print paper 
and wood pulp, and assurances that every 
effort would be used to have congress attend 
to that little matter before it adjourned. 

With the memory of all those written prom- 
ises still fresh, and some plain evidence and 
testimony on hand to the effect that the tariff 
of $6 a ton on print paper and $1.67 a ton on 
wood pulp was playing an important part in 
aiding the paper trust to maintain the Nigh 
price of its product, at least two of the mem 
bers of the majority of the committee—sup- 
posed to be Messrs. Miller and Stafford 
balked when it came to signing the report 
that the imony taken does not show con- 
clusively a combination in restraint of trade 
and that other causes than the tariff operated 
to produce the high price of paper that has 
been prevailing. 


May Get in Line for Report. 


The report tonight, however, Io that these 
members after due persuasion have found 
a way to get into line and agree to the find- 


embarrass the leaders of the house who 
have been holding out all along against | 
any action whatsoever that would mean a 
singling out of the tariff schedule relating to 
paper and wood pulp and revising the tariff 
in that respect alone, The four republicans 
of the committee will, therefore, sign the 
set of findings that will give more or less 
ease to the alleged combination controlling 
the paper industry of the country; that de- 
clares there is no apparent combination in 
restraint of trade, and that the general 
peculiar state of economic conditions has 
led up to the present condition of affairs 
in the print paper market. The recommen- 
dations of the four republicans are not ex- 
pected to contain anything that will startle 
the house.

CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS, 

Secretary Taft is in favor of the sen- 
ate bill for publicity in campaign contri- 
butions toward the election of representa- 
tives in congress and presidential electors. 
So is Mr. William J, Bryan. When the 
leading candidates of the two great par- 
ties unite in asking for legislation of this 
kind, and when it is well known that the 
public favors it, there should be no back- 
wardness on the part of congress. 

There has been none as far as the sen- 
ate it concerned. It passed an acceptable 
measure a few weeks ago, but the repub- 
lican majority in the house passed it with 
an irrelevant amendment. which it knew 
would prevent the passage of the bill. 
The amendment provides in fact, though 
not in so many words, for an investiga- 
tion of the disfranchisement-of southern 
negro voters. The purpose may merely 
have been to “ put the democrats in a hole,” 
or it may be that representatives are un- 
willing to let their constituents know who 
are the men or interests that finance their 
individual campaigns. Im some instances 
the constituents would like to know. 
They would become suspicious if their 
representatives were to deny them an op- 
portunity to eatisfy their thirst for infor- 
mation. 

There is only one way of straightening 
out this matter. It is for the senate to 
take up the publicity bill at once and 
nonconcur in the amendment. Then the 
house should recede from its amendment 
and let the bill go through. Congress 
should be as unanimous as are Messrs. 
Taft and Bryan on this point. 

If the request of the two leading candi- 
dates shall be fruitless the national con- 
ventions can order publicity of campaign 
contributions as far as the presidential 
contest is concerned. As the democrats 
will so order when they meet at Denver, 
the republicans had better anticipate them 
by so ordering when they meet in Chi- 


cago. 4 


POLICE AND POLITICS. 

The jurors who heard the evidence in 
the Collins case were unanimously of the 
opinion that it did not sustain the charge 
of the indictment. The evidence certainly 
was weaker than the public prosecutor 
thought it would be. The acquittal of the 
late chief of police does not alter the fact, 
however, that there was much political 
activity on the part of the police during 
the last mayoralty election, as at previous 
elections. The enactment of the civil] sery- 
ice law did not remove the police depart- 
“ment from politics. It did not put a stop 
to assessments for campaign expenses, al- 
though everything of the kind is forbidden 
by the law. 

The Collins prosecution has convicted 
nobody, but it has served to call public at- 
tention to the tenacity of life of practices 
which inevitably impair the efficiency of 
the police force. It would have done more 
for the public during the last mayoralty 
election if it had observed the correct atti- 
tude of absolute neutrality. No orders 
should have been given the patrolmen 
which would not look well in print—such 
an order as “Say a good word for 
Dunne ” included. 

Men of ail parties wish to have the 
police department stick to its business, 
which is the protection of life and prop- 
erty. They do not want to have it desert 
its legitimate work to help out any candi- 
date. If the strength of that sentiment 
had been appreciated prior to the last elec- 
tion the late chief of police never would 
have had to stand trial, 

Manifestly it is a more serious matter 
to use the police for political purposes 
than it once was. Chiefs of police will 
be more cautious and patrolmen knowing 
popular sentiment will not permit them- 
selves to be made the tools of politicians.

PATRIOTISM IN SCHOOLS. 

The establishment of May 30 as a holi- 
day was a just recognition of the debt 
owed to the men who saved the union in 
the civil war. With ten exceptions all 
the states have set aside this particular 
day. The reasons for the exceptions are 
obvious. Even in them, however, the 
same sentiment has led to the observance 
of other days which bring back memories 
of the great struggle. The custom of 
decorating graves of departed heroes is a 
fixed one, north and south. . 

But the placing of flags upon graves 
with proper ceremonial has ceased to be 
the important feature of the annual com- 
memoration. The appeal to patriotic 
spirit is now counted the principal thing. 
In some cities and towns a memorial Sun- 
day has been joined with the civic holi- 
day. Patriotic hymns are sung ip great 
union gatherings by people of various re- 
ligious denominations, A sermon of spe- 
clal type is preached in honor of the as- 
sembled survivors of battles. The rela- 
tionship between religion and patriotism 
is emphasized. „ 

There is a third sort of memorial day 
which has even greater possibilities in it. 
That is the one observed by the public 
schools. On Friday the Grand Army of 
the Republic will have its representatives 
in many schoolrooms. There will be pa- 
triotic music and recitations by the pupils, 
The veterans will tell again of bivouac 
amd battle. Many a boy and girl will be 
led to think more intently of the causes 
and results of one of the world’s great 
wars. ; 

This school work of the G. A. R. has 
an importance which cannot be overesti- 
mated. A large part of the school pupils 
of the present generation come from 
homes where there is not even a tradi-

A more powerful and direct influence can 
be exerted by a speaker who knows how 
to use the opportunity afforded him when 
he is permitted to look into the faces of 
school boys and girls and tell them what 
patriotism means and what it sometimes 
costs in suffering and sacrifice. 


EL DORADO. 

The report of the Golden mountain 
which lured the footsteps of the Spanish 
adventurer through deserts and over 
mountain ranges did not die out with the 
sixteenth century. While gold ie precious 
and while the earth hides its secrets 
jealously, the report of the Golden moun- 
tain will be handed down from generation 
to generation in one form or another. 

When the mining company mentioned 
in yesterday's TRIBUNE collapsed another 
chapter was closed in the unending 
romance, the tragi- comedy romance of 
mining. Nothing can combat the fascina- 
tion of it. No one is altogether proof 
against it. Few kinds of gambling are so 
seductive and perhaps none is less harm- 
ful. 

It is, of course, for most men “a gam- 
ble,” and no one who is not so trained 
and so situated as to be able to make min- 
ing and mining investment a profession 
should indulge in mining investment with 
any other understanding. The difficulties 
of wise and conservative investment are 
too great.. Sciences, laws, and customs 
hedge thickly success in mining. It is not 
for nothing that the Guggenheim family 
pays Mr. John Hays Hammond one of 
the largest salaries in the world for his 
advice. Mr. Hammond is a better invest- 
ment than any mine they own. 

But the small investor cannot pay for 
the services of a Hammond, and his high 
average of losses in mining investment is 
traceable to the fact that. he and his co- 
adventurers seldom take the precaution 
even to employ one of the less famous but 


entirely competent and honorable members 


of the engineering profession. The small 
investor puts in his money usually in cir- 
cumstances which he would never rely 
upon in his own business. ' 

The case of the last mining bubble Is 
typical. Many of the investors were suc- 
cessful business men, shrewd and able in 
their own “ lines.” One of them person- 
ally investigated the property, but only to 
prove the worthlessness of lay judgment 
in so highly technical a field. Beyond 
this and possibly precautions equally in- 
cautious nothing was done to justify pro- 
ceeding as the company did with a costly 
development. 

The part played by the promoter of this 
enterprise needs no comment. Doubtless 
not seldom the promoter is himself the 
dupe of hope, the victim of the lure of the 
Golden mountain. The pity of it is that 
when he is not, when he is a cheat merely, 
it is not easy to bring punishment upon 
him. 

Yet the mining states of the west might 
both honor and profit themselves if they 
organized an investors’ protection. Too 
often mining communities help to saddle 
the tenderfoot with worthless properties, 
This does not pay in the long run. The 
mineral resources of their region are far 
from exhausted and capital is needed to 
develop them. The protection of capital 
from dishonest exploitation would be for 
the west the best of investments.

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[NG MANUBL of Portugal has inaugu- 
rated his reign by a step which will 
commeénd him to the good will of the 
entire civilized world. For he has is- 
sued a decree which has the effect of 

wiping out of existence the shocking condi- 
tions of slavery that under the name of con- 
tract labor had survived until now in the 
Portuguese colonies of East and West Africa. 

Few, either in this country or in Europe, 
had any idea of the state of affaire until 
some of the leading American newspapers 
and nes dispatched emissaries to in- 
vestigate and describe the manner in which 
tens of thousands of natives were sold each 
year into slavery, under the guise of con- 
tract labor, perishing wholesale from the 


work.

„ There i no doubt that had it not been for 
the political troubles at Lisbon, which ex- 
tended over a period of nearly twelve months 
before culminating in the assassination of 
King Carlos and of the crown prinae, the 
foreign powers would ere this have made 
etrong representations to the Po 
government for its glaring neglect to en- 
force the provision of the international con- 
vention on the subject of slave raiding, slave 
trade, and the system of slavery in general.

Cassiobury, which financie] stress is com- 
pelling the earl of Dose to sell off piecemeal, 
portions of the fine park being disposed of in 
building lots, the mansion itself being ad- 
vortised for sale, hag only been the home of 
the Capeis since the reign of King Charles I.. 
when Arthur Capel, who was raised to the 
peerage by his ill fated master as Lord Capel, 
married Bigzabeth, sole heirese of Sir Charles 
Morrisoh of Cassiobury, and thus came into 
possession of this beautiful place in Herte. 

It has always, however, been a residence of 
the great of the land, and not only figures as 
such in Doomsday Book, but is known to have 
been the home of Cassivelaunus, in the reign 
of Augustus Ceesar—that is to say, nearly ten 
centuries before the compilation of Doome- 
day Book. Unless a purchaser is soon found 
for the mansion itself, it ie to be torn down 
and the entire place wül be cut up into lots 
for the construction of one of those settle- 
ments of villas which are springing up all 
round London for the accommodation of peo- 
ple having their business in the metropolis. 
It would be a thousand pities if Cassiobury, 
with so many romantic and historic associa- 
tions, were thus doomed to disappear.

In Saxon times Cassio formed part of the 
endowment of the neighboring abbey of St. 
Albans, which had received it from its found- 
er, Offa, king of Mercia. On the dissolution 
of the monasteries by King Henry VII. he 
bestowed the lordship of the manor of Cassio, 
which had meanwhile become Cassiobury, 
upon Sir Richard Morrison, whom he had em- 
ployed in a number of diplomatic missions, 
notably as his ambassador to Emperor 


panied by Roger Ascham. 

It was his grandson who, dying without 
male issue, bequeathed the place to his 
daughter Elizabeth, wife of the first Lord 
Capel, and their son in turn became the first 
earl of Essex of the present creation, thie 
earldom having noghing whetever to do with 
Queen Elizabeth's’ famous lover, who was 
a Devereux. 

The mansion of Cassiobury was almost en- 
tirely rebuilt by the fifth earl of Essex ac- 
cording to the designs of James Wyatt, archi- 
tect of Fonthill abbey, the “ lordly pleasure 
house raised by the wild caprice of Beck- 
ford.“ It is a large, stately building, modern 
Gothic in style, of red brick, enshrined among 
trees centuries old, which surround it like a 
setting, save on the west side, where the view 
looks onto a superb lawn and beautiful gar- 
den, planted by Le Notre, the creator of 
Versailles.

The Capelse were originally London mer- 
chants, and the first one of any note was Sir 
William Capel, who was lord mayor or Lon- 
don in 1503, while hig son, Sir Giles Capei, dis- 
tinguished himself 80 greatly at the battle of 
the Spurs that he was knighted then and 
there by King Henry VIII. 


followers of Oliver Cromwell for his loyalty 
to King Charles I., and his son and heir, the 
first Capel earl of Essex, met with an equally 
tragic fate. For having been lodged in the 
tower of London on the suspicion of being 
concerned with the celebrated Lord Russel! 
in the so-called Fanatic Plot,” he was 
found there one morning with his throat 
cut, nobody knew by whom. 

It was the fifth earl, the builder of the pres- 
ent mansion of Cassiobury, who married the 
famous ballad singer, Kitty Stephens, and 
her handsome memorial id the church at 
Watford, where most of the Capel earls and 
countesses of Essex are entombed, is familiar 
to many American tourists, the following in- 
scription being a tribute to the sweetness of 
her voice: 

“Rest undisturbed within this peaceful 
shrine, * 
Till angels wake thee with a note like thine.” 

Contrary to general belief, she left no chil- 
dren, and the fifth earl was succeeded by his 
nephew, father of the present and seventh 
earl. 

Lord Essex, the present earl, served fora 
time in the grehadier guards, and has been 
twice married, his first wife having been a 
Miss Harford, mother of his son and heir, 
Lord Malden, now a young officer of the Sev- 
enth hussars, and married to a pretty wom- 
an, with little or no money. 

The earl’s second and present wife fs an 
American, namely. Adela, eldest daughter of 
Beach Grant of New York. Lady Essex, who 
is a great favorite at court and a conspicu- 
ous member of the king’s particular set, was 
formerly engaged to be married to the late 
Lord Cairns, but broke off the match owing 
to hie preposterous demands for pecuniary 
settlements upon himself.

Mayor Busse disapproved the action of the 
public library board in engaging special 
counsel in the matter of the projected loop 
of the Chicago Railways company through 
Hamlin court.

“The library board should have got ite 
opinion from the corporation counsel's 
office,’’ said the mayor. None of the -city

HIGH PRESSURE WATER SYSTEM 
URGED FOR THE LOOP DISTRICT. 


Association of Commerce Adopts Resolu- 


tion Asking City Council to Levy Spe- 
cial Tax to Pay for Its Cost. 


A high pressure water system in the loop 
district was urged in a resolution adopted 
by the ways and means committee of the 
Chicago Association of Commerce yester- 
day. The resolution, which was offered by 
Edwin 8. Conway, asked the city council to 
levy a special assessment on the property 
owners within that territory to defray the 
cost of the proposed improvement. 

It is estimated that the cost of the system 
will be $1,000,000. It is proposed to include 
the territory from North avenue to Twelfth 
street, and from the lake to Halsted street. 

It is argued,” said Nathan W. MacChes- 
ney, “that the subway should de placed in 
first, as it will not do to tear the streets up 
afterward. The best plan is to put the high 
pressure system in before the streets are 
torn up, for it will be a protection to prop- 
erty and life, while streets are out of com- 
mission. |

born street was torn up and out of commis- 
sion, a great fire should break out in any of 
its. big buildings. Engines could not get 
within a block of the fire It the high 
pressure system was in vogue the fire could 
be handled fo advantage. The high pressure 
system should be put in before anything is 
done in any contemplated improvements, es- 
pecially in the congested loop district.” 


OFFERS COMPROMISE IN FIGHT 
TO PUT POLES IN FOREST PARK. 


President McCormick of Sanitary Dis- 
trict Suggests Lines Be Built by the 
City and Leased to the Company. 


A compromise in the fight to establish poles 
to carry electricity to Forest Park, proposed 
by R. R. McCormick, president of the sani- 
tary district, was approved yesterday. Mr. 
McCormick suggested that the city build 
the lines and lease them to the district. It 
was agreed that this proposal should be of- 
fered to the city. 

Trustee Healy said that the suit would be 
taken to the state Supreme court, and that a 
decision might not be reached until next Oc- 
tober. In the meantime the district has a 
number of contracts with coneumers which 
will be held up unless an agreement was 
reached.

Judge Windes Finds That Council Has 
No Power to Prescribe What Weight 
of Loaves Made for Sale Shall Be. 


The bread ordinance was held invalid by 
Judge Windes in the Circuit court yester- 
day in so far as it seeks to Prescribe what the 
weight of loaves of bread shall be. 

The court held that sections 2 and 4 are in- 
valid because they interfere with the right 
of contract as provided by the constitution; 
that the sections are unreasonable and also 
are in restraint of trade. 

“ Bection 2 fixes the weight of every loaf 
of bread made for sale in Chicago at one

warehouse in the world. 

But this promises to be only a part in the 
final development of this enterprise, as the 
company plans the construction of two addi- 
tional buildings, it is said, with an aggre- 
gate frontage of about 3,000 feet, making 
a total building frontage of approximately 
4,000 feet. 

Idea Only Two Years Old. 

Less than three years ago the first bufld- 
ing was erected, the idea being at that time 
to make it a storage warehouse for furni- 
ture in connection with the Furniture Exhi- 
bition company’s building on Michigan ave- 
nue. The advantages of the location, it hav- 
ing both rail and water communication, sug- 
gested, however, that the property could be 
used to better advantage as a storage ware- 
house for general merchandise, and it has 
been confined exclusively to this use since. 

Its availability for this purpose was based 
on the greater economy it would afford the 
big wholesale concerns in the central dis- 
trict, both because of the greater value of 
land and hence space there as compared 
with the former, as well as the saving to 
be effected in the way of cartage. 

It was figured that these concerns would 
find it much cheaper to carry a large part 
of their stocks in this building than in their 
own, and so wouid be. able to carry much 
larger stocks, to draw on when needed. 

James W. Pugh, the president of the com- 
pany, worked to this end, and the success of 
the plan is evidenced by the additions to the 

lant. 

8 The building has three railroad tracks on 
one side and water on the other. It also 
has the service of the Illinois Tunnel com- 
pany, and soon will have two stations for 
handling goods in this way. 


Adopts Lighterage System. 

Another scheme by means of Which the 
company expects greatly to increase its facil- 
ities is the establishment of an adequate 
lighterage system, which is to include the 
establishment of fifteen different lighterage 
station at various points on the river, such 
as will afford connection with all the big 
railroads entering the city. 

Mr. Pugh also is president of this lighterage 
company, of which he recently acquired con- 
trol, and it is planned to add several more 
boats to the fleet, which now numbers seven. 

- Fifteen of the largest concerns in the city 
now are using the warehouse for storage pur- 
poses, and it is said the number will be in- 
creased when the necessary space can be 
had. 

The company occupies the buildings under 
leases’ from the Chicago Dock and Canal 
company, of which Eugene A. Fishburn of 
Ogden, Sheldon & Co. is president. 

This company will erect the new building 
provided for, and the loan for that pur- 
pose is in the shape of a bond issue trust 
deed to the Northern Trust company, run- 
Ring twenty years at 5 per cent.

PUBLIC STILL HOLDS ALOOF. 


Further Gold Engagements Bring Total 
Up to More Than $36,000,000. 


{FROM THE NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL 
LEADER.) 

NEW YORK, May 27.—(Special.]—Further 
exports of gold, another sensational! rise in 
wheat and corn, and agreement in Washing- 
ton on a currency measure were the real de- 
velopments wday bearing upon the financial 
markets, although on the stock exchange 
none of these matters had any particular in- 
fluence. 

Prices of stocks were extremely weak in 
the morning on active trading, measurably 
firm in the afternoon on dull trading, and 
closed with unimportant changes from the 
figures of the previous night. The business 
was again largely professional, with no 
participation of any moment by the outside 


public. 
London Sells Stocks. 


London maintained its former position and 
sold stocks once more, although its offerings 
were well under those of the preceding days 
of the week. The fortnightly settlement 
was under way on the London stock exchange 
and the heavy selling which has accom- 
panied the settlement makes it doubtful if 
the purchases of American stocks, which 
were expected to follow it, will now be made. 
Profit taking for local account was con- 
epicuous and there was also a considerable 
amount of short selling by speculators who 
have been encouraged by the market's weak- 
ress to adopt bearish tactics. 

A maximum rise of nearly 2 cents in wheat 
and corn in Chicago had more to do with the 
speculative operations of those now in con- 
trol of the grain markets than with advices 
from the crop country, which were uniformly 
good and highly reassuring after Tuesday's 
unusually large budget of unfavorable re- 
ports. The truth seems to be that some little 
damage has been done in certain districts by 
the rain fall, but the percentage of injury has 
been relatively small. All crops are subject 
to abrupt changes in weather conditions, but 
the average between good and bad in such 
change is fairly maintained in spite of the 
apparent opinion of, the speculatively con- 
trolled grain markets. 

Total Gold Outgo $36,500,000. 

The day’s gold exports, amounting in all to 
gome $3,500,000, brings the total of the move- 
ment thus far to $36,500,000. Discount rates 
in London show an easier tendency and in- 
terest rates on the carryover there are ex- 
tremely easy, all this apparently reflecting 
expectations of a reduction in the Bank of 
England's rates, but the Bank of Germany 
continued to offer interest allowance on 
American gold. So long as such inducements 
are held out and money continues in abund- 
ance here, exports are in order. In addition 
to the shipments to Europe $750,000 gold was 
‘taken for Canada, and to that quarter also 
the export has now fairly substan+ 
tial proportions. 

The loss of the local banks to the subtreas- 
ury since Friday last runs to above $13,000,- 
000, but money rules easy. Bankers were in- 
clined to suspend judgment upon the cur- 
rency proposals now before congress until a 
bill had actually been formulated, but the 
feeling is, nevertheless, general that nothing 
of permanent good can come out of legisla- 
tion so hastily devised and enacted as this 
will be.

The vol- 
ume has been such as not only to carry prices 
down 10 points, but also to check t a large 
extent the degree of bull enthusiasm which 
was beginning to be felt by the general pub- 
lie. It is not that there has been a change in 
conditions, hut the extraordinary advance in 
prices in such a short time, and the certainty 
with which a considerable speculative fol- 
lowing bought securities, led,to profits of 
such size that the temptation to take them 
has been not only natural, but, in a sense, 
logical. With the large amount of eelling 
from this source, there has followed profit 
taking on the part of others. 

It is no longer to be doubted that there has 
been a considerable distribution of stocks on 
which big profits were realized. At the mo- 
ment, there fs nothing to indicate that the 
bull side is to be pressed for prices higher 
than those which obtained ten days ago. 

Money conditions remain favorable to mar- 
ket operations. The exports of gold have 
had no perceptible influence. Industrial dull-, 
ness is occasioning the usual result at the 
banks, increases in deposits and overflowing 
cash resources.

Shelby Iron’s Poor Year. 


The nual report of the Shelby Iron com- 
pany f the fiscal year ended March 81, 
shows a small gain in gross and a loss in net. 
profits, the decrease in the latter being $13,- 
164. In the annual statement T. G. Bush, 
president of the company, says among other 
things: 

„According to our practice 25 cents a ton 
of iron made during the year was charged 
into the cost of iron for extraordinary re- 
pairs, which were made during the year. On 
March 31. 1908, our records showed unfilled 
orders amounting to 1,628 tone. 

„There has been practically no market for 
fron since the Ist of November, 1907. Iam 
pleased to report, however, that the outlook 
is encouraging. Indications now are that 
irons of all kin@s have about reached the 
bottom price, and a prospect of good crops, 
and the question soon to be settled as to 
who shall be the next president, we can hope 
for full restoration of confidence and active 
and satisfactory business.
